In the United Slates—A Strong Na­ 
tion Is Made By Schoolhouses For 
Children, 
by 
Schoolmasters, 
bg 
Churches and Newspapers. 


Los Angeles, July 12.—The National 
Educational association convention was 
convened late yesterday afternoon In 
the convention Pavillion. 
There are 
about 10,000 delegates present. 
Gover­ 
nor Henry T. Gage welcomed the dele­ 
gates in a short address. 
Ile was fol­ 
lowed 
by 
State Superintendent of 
Schools T. J. Kirk and Mayor Eaton. 
The response* were made by N. C. 
Daugherty of Peoria, Ills.; Dr. Emerson 
E. White of Columbus, and J. H. Phillips 
of Birmingham, Ala. 
President Oran Lvte then delivered 
the opening address of the national as­ 
sociation, in which he showed the 
growth of the organisation from its first 
meeting in Philadelphia, when there 
were 38 members enrolled, to the pres­ 
ent time with an enrollment of 10,000. 
Referring to the late war, he said: 
“Our history has demonstrated that we 
have no need of a great standing army. 
It has demonstrated that in every state 
may be found an army ready at a mom­ 
ent’s notice to defend our flag against 
every foe. 
And this army is not mar­ 
shalled by military chieftains, but by 
eduoational chieftains. A strong nation 
is made, not by barracks for troops, but 
by schoolhouses for children; not by re 
exulting officers, by schoolmasters; not 
by rifled camion aud Mu user bullets and 
war vessels, but by books and news­ 
papers and churches. That nation 
strong whose citizen m obey the law 
without seeing a standing army behind 
the law. That nation is strongest whose 
laws ore based on civil law aud whose 
citizens obey both diviue and human 
laws because they are right. 
“ A child obeys his teacher, who to 
him is the law. 
The child law must to 
concreted, as the abstract is the result 
of a higher form of thought than the 
concrete, so a republic is a higher type 
of government than a monarchy. 
We 
may need an army to subjugate the 
Philippines, 
but the United States 
would to distinctly lowered in moral 
tone if it should ever become necessary 
to maintain permanently within the 
United States a great standing army to 
secure to its inhabitants the blessings of 
peace. 
If this is true, how great is the 
responsibility of the American school- 
teacher. 
Patriotism is in the air; It Is 
the normal condition of living under 
our flag. 
“I recognise fully the right of others 
to disagree with me, but I confess that 
I so thoroughly believe in tho institu­ 
tions of our country and in the dignify­ 
ing influences that follow our flag that 
I rejoice to watch the onward progress 
of our ever-conquering republic aud the 
triumphant march of the Anglo-Saxon 
race.’*

Albert Crosby Examined In 
ruptcy at New York. 
New York, July 12.—Albert Crosby 
of Brewster, Mass., and formerly rich 
and prominent in Chicago, where he 
owned Crosby's operahouse and the Mo- 
Avoy Brewing company, was examined 
in bankruptcy proceedings here yester­ 
day. 
In his petition he described his 
assets os consisting of a few old clothes. 
He lives in a handsome home on Cape 
Cod. 
Mrs. Crosby testified that she 
owns the estate at Brewster, has $190, 
OOO cash in bauk, mortgages for $190,000 
more, real estate valued at $50,000 and 
furniture and paintings valued at $12,- 
OOO, beside hor claim for $60,000 against 
Mr. Crosby for advances made by bar to 
him. Mr. Crosby mid he had owned 
nothing since 1875, when he gave his 
all to his wife. 
Since then ho has lived 
by borrowing from her, he asserts. 
They usually spend the winters abroad 
and the summers at Brewster. 
The examination was conducted be­ 
fore Referee L. B. Crane. 
Julius Leh­ 
mann is trustee for the alleged bank 
rupt’s property and creditors were rep­ 
resented by Judge M. Winfield of Lo­ 
gansport, Ind., who is a state senator, 
and by Edgar A. Fellow* of this city. 
Mr. Crosby was on the boud of David 
A. Gage, city treasurer of Chicago, who 
defaulted iu a. very large sum. 
By buy­ 
ing timber lands and making barrels in 
Indiana Mr. Crosby contracted dobts of 
$30 ,000 in that state. Judgments were 
obtained against him in Indiana, and 
the city of Chicago also got judgment 
for $500,000. 
It was found he had no 
assets. 
On examiuatiqu yesterday he said he 
was very fond of his second wife and 
very grateful to her for saving many of 
his most valuable paintings at the time 
of the fire. Therefore he gave her prop­ 
erty. Real estate, railway and brewing 
stocks were all turned over to her. 
He 
retained only his position as vice presi­ 
dent of the Mc Vvoy Brewing company 
at a salary of $1,000 a month and 
traveled in Europe. 
Four years ago 
Judge Winfield, while spending a sum­ 
mer on Gape Cod, was taken to Brews 
tor to see some of the show places there. 
Among others was the Crosby art gal 
iery and his attention was attracted to 
Bierstadt’s “In the Yosemite," which 
he had seen often in Chicago. 
Beiug the lawyer for the Jerolomou 
estate, one of the largest Indiana credit­ 
ors, Judge Winfield immediately began 
suit in Massachusetts and secured judg­ 
ments there against Mr. Crosby, which 
the supreme court of the state has re­ 
cently affirmed.
